A most 
elaborate and beautif p nddress is to be 
resented to Their Majesties by the chief Danish nota- 
ilities and scientific, commercial, and ieultural associ- 
ations. The British community is also desiruus of taking 

some step in the same direction. 


Frodonsbosg. Ове must not confound this delight- 
ful autumn idence of the Danish Royal Family with 
Frederiksborg, another of the Royal seats. It is a grand 
walk from Frederiksborg through beautiful oak and h 
woods, with pretty Lake Esrom on the right, to this 
autumn residence. Fredensborg is a much more modern 
structure, and it dates from 1720, being built in memo; 
of the peace that was concluded here, and whic! 
ut an end to the *''e'even years’ war” between 
Denmark and Sweden. ‘The castle, a sort of Danish 
Versailles on a small scale, is situated in the midst 
of one of the finest sylvan scenes in the world, and it 
1s fronted by a statue of the Goddess of Peace. Visitors 
are charged for admission to the Palace, and an additional 
tee is requested if one desires to see the wonderful contents 
of the Russian Pavilion. The park is open to the public, 
and contains the * Normansdal,”’ adorned with statues of 
sixty-five Norwegian peasants in national costume, pre- 
sented by the mts themselves in the eighteenth 
century; but there is really not much artistic value in this. 
One of the best sights in the park is the Grand Avenue in 
the south part. Altogether, it isa fine trysting-spot.

In | 
form it is а tab'e épergne, consisting of à magnificent centre- | 
piece, surrounded by quaint corbels in the shape of 
flower-baskets, in which stand miniature flower-beds. 
These have an urn at both ends of the tiny terraces, 
which are divided in the centre by a shield, bear- 
ing upon it the King’s monogram, “E. R.,” and 
surmounted by a crown. The centrepiece also is sur- 
mounted with a large crown on the funnel-shaped pillar 
ising out of the bowl, upon either side of which are lions’ 
heids with rings in their mouths. Round the top of the 
bowl proper runs the inscription: “ Emperor William II. 
to King Edward VII.” in large plain lettering, which 
stands out impressively amid the ornateness of the rest of 
the ápergne. It is a truly Imperial present, and has excited 
ureat admiration—but to us its magnificence will not appeal 
so much as the sentiment which prompted the gift. 


London Bridze.—The eye is now accustomed to 
see—at least in London—strange upheavals of nature, so 
the ugly but necessary bandaging up of the limbs, so to 
speak, of London Bridge, with a view to the extension of 
them, will not affect seriously the artistic faculties 
of its worshippers. The present structure, which 
superseded the old one in 1832, was designed by 
John Rennie, and carried out by his sons. It is 
of granite, a little over a thousand feet long, and 
consists of five arches, the centre of a hundred and | 
fifty feet span.

|“ @POME folks" said the landlord of the 
| Prairie Hotel, “ say that cyclones are 
| pretty well mixed up with electricity, 
| and 
| Chicago who insisted that a cyclone is one-half 
| wind and one-half electric fluid. But what I 
| say is, * How did he measure the thing?’ You 
can’t take a section of cyclone, and monkey with 
it in your room, and weigh it, and divide it up 
| into this or that ingredient, the same as if it was 
| some new style of hash. There may be electricity 
| in a cyclone, and I don't think that there isn’t, 
| but as for saving that a cyclone is one-half or 


| one-hundredth part electricity, that is what no | 


| honest scientific sharp will do. 
| ** I did once know of what was called an elec- 
trical cyclone, and was supposed to consist of 
| pure and unadulterated electricity. ‘That wasn't 
| only the opinion of the scientific people, but it 
| was the opinion of all the newspaper editors in 
| this section of country—and, as a rule, the editor 
knows a good sight more about everything than 
At any rate, he lets on to 
know it, and that comes to about the same thing 
in the end. All the same, there wasn't a spark 
of electricity in that cyclone ; and, what 's more, 
it wasn't a cyclone at all. I aud two other men, 
and a couple of Chinamen, were the only ones 
who knew what it really was, and we calculated 
that we'd better not tell what we knew. 

** You see, it was along in theearly days of the 
Civil War, and a scientific chap by the name of 
Van Wagener, who lived in the same town with 
me in the State of Illinois, had got the idea that 
what our armies wanted were military balloons. 
In those days, this was a new idea, and my friend 
set to work to carry it out. Не told me all about 
it at the time he was working out his invention. 
Не said that what was wanted was ‘a balloon that 
was just full enough of gas to ascend, say, five 
hundred feet, and to stop there ns long as there 
was any reason for it to stop. Also he claimed 
that the balloon must be made of some substance 
through which the gas wouldm't leak, as it 
does—so I'm told—out of ordinary balloons. 
He calculated to make such a balloon, and to 
present it to the Government, and he felt sure 
that if every one of our armies kept a balloon of 
his invention in the air day and night just over 
the place where the enemy were, we should 
always know precisely what the enemy were 
going to do. 

* Well! Му friend made his balloon, and it 
did seem to be а big success. He built it out on 
the prairie, about fifty miles from here, where 
there wasn’t a soul to spy on him and steal the 
credit of his invention. There was nobody that 
he would trust to help him, x > his brother 
and me, and two Chinamen. Ie tested the 
balloon by keeping it in the air for two weeks. 
The thing stopped at a height of, say, five or six 
hundred feet, and kept there all day. At night, 
when the sun was gone and the balloon got cold, 
it would sink till it was about four hundred feet 
| above the earth, but, so far as we could judge, it 
| never lost a pint of gas in the whole two weeks 
| ' Of course, the balloom was anchored all this 
| time. There was a stout rope from the car of 
|the balloon that was made fast to a boulder 
| weighing about twenty tons, and the Professor 
judged that it would hold the balloon against 
any sort of wind until he was good and ready to 
|let it go. However, being an extra cautious 

man—one of the sort that carries an overcoat 
|on his arm in July, and a sun umbrella in 
|January, so as to be ready for any sudden 
| — in the climate—he had Another rope 

which came down from the balloon, and was 
| fastened to a big grapnel with four arms, that 
| was intended to be used to anchor the balloon 

when it was doing duty with the army. The 
| grapnel wasn't fastened into the ground, but 
| just lay on its side, and the Professor calculated 
| 


that if ever the balloon did get away from the 
anchoring-rope, the grapnel would bite into tlie 
ground and hold her. 
* Did I mention that we had a good deal of 
trouble with one of the Chinamen? You see, he 
used to get drunk on opium and whisky, which 
| ів a mighty bad mixture, and then he was apt to 
be impudent, ‘The Professor's brother, who was 
| a determined sort of man, having never had his 
| intellect weakened by science, used to reason 

with the Chinaman with his ramrod, and gener- 
| ally succeeded in reforming him temporarily. 
| But the Chinaman took a sort of dislike to him, 
| and one night when there was a good strong, 
| steady north-west wind blowing, the fellow cuts 
the anchoring-rope, and then bolts for China, or 
somewhere else. 

“ The grapnel ought to have held the balloon 
according to the Professor's theory, but it didn't 
bite into the ground a cent's worth, andof course 
|didn't.do anything to stop the balloon. She 
| rose up a little higher than usual when the rope 
| was cut, and that brought the grapnel, as far as 

we could judge by what we afterwards learned, 
about ten or twelve feet above the surface of the 
ground. Away that balloon went, dead before 
the wind, travelling at the rate of thirty-five 
| miles an hour. Now and then the grapnel would 
| strike the ground, but it never seemed to get a 
| hold, and never stopped for a single minute to 
| explain or to apologise. 
| * We heard that the balloon was missing 
about ten minutes after it had been cut loose, 
aud we knew then that there was going to be 
| trouble. ‘ What will she do?’ I asked the Pro- 
fessor. ‘Shell sail straight across the country 
till the wind drops,’-said he, ‘and she'll rip and 
tear everything that the grapnel strikes.” And

that is just what she did, and the next after- 
noon, when we got a Chicago evening paper, we 
began to get the facts concerning what the paper 
said was a Great Electrical Cyclone. 

“That balloon appeared to have gone about a 
hundred and seventy-five miles in a south- 
easterly direction, cutting a clean swathe two 
or three feet wide through everything it met. 
According to the paper, it partially or entirely 
unroofed thirty - one houses and barns, beside 
taking the steeples off two meeting-houses, 
and laying low a shot-tower. When the 
grapnel came across a tree it just ripped bang 
through it, scattering leaves and twigs and big 
limbs in its path. Nowand then it condescended 
to tackle a fence, and filled the air with a shower 
of palings and fence rails. 1t struck a carriage 
that was proceeding in a quiet and e Agen! 
way along a road in Southern Illinois, and 
carried the whole concern, carriage, and horses, 
and а man and two women, a good quarter of a 
inile across the fields. Down near the Kentucky 
line it struck a man described by the paper as 
the Rev. Jabez Smedley, and the grapnel, having 
gota good hold of his waistband, carried him 
clean aeross the Ohio River, and landed him, 
when his waistband gave out, about ten miles 
from the place he started from. The paper 
ndded that the electric fluid had made a line 
along the reverend gentleman's back that looked 
as if it had been burnt with a hot iron. I pre- 
sume there was some little exaggeration about 
this, though the grapnel would naturally have 
done a little engraving on the gentleman’s back 
while it was working loose from him. 

“ In Kentucky the grapnel struck a smoke- 
house belonging to Coionel Bloodgood, and not 
a particle of that smoke-house, or the hams that 
were in it, was even seen again. At least, its 
remains were never identified, though the bodies 
of two coloured men, who lived near the Colonel, 


were found some three miles from his place, and 
some people thought that the smoke-house must 
have gone to pieces in about that locality. After 
accomplishing this feat the. balloon seemed to 
have struck a current of air from the eastward, 
for it devastated the country, as you might say, 
from Colonel Bloodgood's to the Mississippi, 
and the last traces of it were found twenty 
miles west of the river, where the unsettled 
prairie began. The paper said that there could 
not be the least doubt that the work of devas- 
tation was done by a cyclone, and that, con- 
sidering the cyclone was only a foot or two 
wide, it could not have been a wind cyclone, 
and -consequently must have been an electrical 
cyclone. That is just about the way folks 
reason. If they can't understand a thing they 
say it is either electricity or magnetism, and 
somehow they seem to find a lot of satisfaction 
in this explanation. But it wasn’t only ordinary 
folks who said that the cyclone was an electrical 
one. A.whole lot of scientific men were interviewed 
by the papers about the thing, and they all 
agreed that it was an electrical phenomenon, 
brought about by the unusual dryness of the 
weather and the prevalence of spots on the sun. 
“ You never saw a man so cut up

“The Professor was. mighty anxious for а 
week after the appearance of the second cyclone. 
You see he naturally expected that the balloon 
would come back from the Gulf and continue 
her career of destruction. Also, he calculated 
that, in course of time, she would be sighted by 
somebody, and the fact that the destruction was 
caused by a balloon, and not by electricity, 
would create a prejudice against the man who 
was responsible for the balloon. But as it 
happened, we never heard any more of the 
balloon. She must either have kept on till she 
made the continent of South America and came 
to an anchor in some quiet and uninhabited 
place, or else she must have burst and gone to 
pieces in the Gulf. Anyway, that was the last 
electrical cyclone that ever took place in the 
United States, and to this day an occasional 
scientific chap writes a pamphlet to show why the 
phenomenon has never been repeated."

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TRAIN WRECKED BY BOERS 


R. BENNET BURLEIGH provided 
the Daily Telegraph on Tuesday with 
graphic details of the railway reverse 
north of Waterval, in which Colonel 

Vandeleur lost his life. 

The correspondent says that those upon the 
train last Saturday never fancied there was any 
danger near, and after a tiresome night spent 
aboard the trucks and coaches in the shunting- 
yards at Pretoria Station, they were sleeping in 
fancied security. That morning the line-watchers 
had not reported upon the section in question. 
Those awake state that as the train was toiling 
through the cutting a negro was seen to raise 
his hand, and instantly a Boer discharged 
two mines, derailing the train, smashing the 
armoured truck, and injuring some soldiers. 
The same instant а fierce musketry-fire was 
poured into every part of the train from the top 
of the cutting, which was above the height of 
the open trucks. The enemy numbered about 
100. An attempt was made to reply by such 
suldiers as were able to grip their rifles. 


Colonel Vandeleur Started Up 

and shouted, “Ladies amd men, lie down!” 
Mrs. De Wilde shut her eyes and placed the 
babies under the seats, and lay down on the floor. 

It appears that Vandeleur, after warning the 
women, proceeded along the corridor towards 
the coach’s platform. He was wearing uniform. 
He probably declined to surrender, 


Whereupon the Boer 

who had burst into the carriage instantly fired a 
bullet, penetrating the heart, the Colonel falling 
dead in the carriage corridor between his own 
and the end compartment, where the ladies were. 

Mrs. De Wilde screamed, ‘‘ Don't shoot. There 
are women and children here,’’ but the enemy 
did not cease firing, their bullets passing in all 
directions through the coaches. Another Boer 
put up his Mauser and deliberately 


Fired at and Wounded Nurse Page. 
The ladies begged to have their children’s 
clothes, but even these were all carried off. 

The Boers are reported to have been under the 
notorious train-wrecker Hinton, who was aided 
by some portion of a Dopper commando, the 
correspondent infers, since, after the train was 
set on fire, a Boer shouted out, ‘‘ Let us kneel, 
and pray, and thank God!’’ And then was 
beheld the spectacle of the majority of the Boers 
kneeling and praying. 

Captain Acworth, of the West Riding Regi- 
ment, was slightly wounded, but Majors 'l'horold 
nnd Le Marchant, and Major Beatson, of the 
Wiltshire Regiment, apparently escaped unhurt.

TRADES UNION CONGRESS. 


Pos hundred and nine delegates, repre- 


senting no fewer than a million and & 

quarter organised workmen, met at the 

Trades Union Congress, which opened in 
the Albert Hall, Swansea, last Monday. 

In accordance with the new rule, the gathering 
was presided over by Mr. Bowerman, of the 
London Society of Compositors, who is Chair- 
man of the Parliamentary Committee. 

The President, who was received with cheers, 
said that they must resolve that they would 
make full use of their unity and power, which 
the result of the last General Election showed, in 
his opinion, that they hd not done in the past. 
(Hear, hear.) If ever there was a time in the 
history of the trades union movement when it 
was specially necessary that all sections should 
unite to show a strong, combined front, that 
moment was the present, and he hoped that iu 
the deliberations of the Congress that necessity 
would be fully remembered. - (Cheers.) , 

At noon the delegates were formally welcomed 
to Swansea by the Mayor and Sir George 
Newnes, member for the borough, the other 
Welsh members including Messrs. 
Jones, Atherley Jones, and Aaron Thomas, 
and representatives of the Established and 
Nonconformist Churches of the neighbourhood, 
who all express the warm hope that the -result 
| of the Congress’s deliberations would be bene- 
ficial to the cause of labour, and thus to the 
community at large. 

In the. course of the introductory speeches 
Mr. Rees, editor of the Cambria Leader, recited 
Sir Lewis Morris’s Ode of Welcome to the Con- 
gress, which was followed by long-continued 
applause. 

By special request ** Mabon” (Mr. William 
Abraham, М.Р.) sang nt this pomt ‘‘ Land of 
my Fathers," in the chorus of which the Welsh- 
speaking delegates joined.

HYMNS AND RESCUES. 


HE YEAR which has shown us at the 
magnificently successful Glasgow Exhibi- 
tion what Scotsmen can do in the way 
of splendid organisation has also been 

signalised by one of those terrible mining 
catastrophes without which it is, alas! seemingly 
impossible to obtain fuel in this kingdom, and 
which in this instance, as is invarinbly the case 
11 England and Wales, has called forth notable 
heroism on the part of gallant Scots. Owing to 
an alarming subsidence, many brave lives were im- 
perilled at Donibristle Mine. Volunteers equally 
brave were at once forthcoming to descend to 
the rescue. How perilous was the life-saving work 
was soon shown. ‘The lives” of some-of the 
intrepid rescuers were for many anxious hours 
in jeopardy. But, happily, in the small hours 
of T'hursday week, 


Jones and Sheddon, 


the two self-sacrificing and noble volunteers 
who were precipitated into the pit by the further 
subsidence on the previous ‘Tuesday, were safely 
brought to the surface, together with Alexander 
Баша, the miner whom they had partially 
rescued at the time of the accident to themselves. 
Tbe miners imprisoned below had signalled to 
the surface four hours previously, and cried that

Here is one sent by a friend. Make a quarter of 
a piut of very strong coffee, and put it aside 
while you beut or whisk up two eggs until they 
are quite thick and froth up in thedish. Add to 
the eggs a pint of boiling milk, to which sugar to 
taste has been added, but if you have a sweet 
tooth, be merciful to your friends, who may not 
care for sugar. ‘Then pour the custard into 
а stew-pan and stir it round without stopping 
uutil it is thick enough to remain upon the 


spoon. 'Take the pan from the stove and add 
eight **sheets " (How much is a sheet? I do not 
know) of French gelatine, and stir carefully 


until it is all melted. Then pour in the coffee, 
and whip a gill of cream, and stir it into the 
coffee-mixture and keep on whisking until it 
begins to get firm. Next pour it into a mould 
which has been well rinsed with cold water, and 
put it in a cool place for some hours before turn- 
ing it out of the mould. Serve with chopped 
burnt almonds scattered over it. If too epen- 
ive, the cream can be left out.
